Fertilisers 
At the outbreak of war the position was 
restrict ‘the distribution during the period up 
to December 3ist, and chiefly in an effort to 
ensure that at least partial supplies would be 
available for tillage crops later on. Fortuna- 
tely the position has since improved. Supplies 
of rock phosphate are arriving at intervals, 
and it is hoped that reasonably adequate 
supplies of super-phosphate will be available. 
Owing to. increased ocean trans charge 
the price as from January Ist has been in- 
creased by a little over £1 per ton. Farmers 
who find difficulty in procuring the whole of 
their demands at once must not be impatient, 
for delivery must depend on the rate at which 
the raw materials reach the manufacturers, 


Potash and Nitrogen 


Supplies of 
time threatened to be practically non-existent, 
have also increased, and it is now fairly 
certain that farmers will be able to procure 
ample supplies. Abundant supplies of sul- 
phate of ammonia will be available at a rea- 
sonable price. One does not usually recom- 
mend the use of nitrogenous manures alone 
for top-dressing grass lands. In present cir- 
cumstances, however, it is desirable that grass 
should be available as early as sible 
next ‘summer, and no farmer should itate 
to use from one to two cwts. of sulphate of 
ammonia per statute acre for this purpose. 


Phosphates 


There is little hope that supplies of gafsa 
will be available for * rass land, 
and supplies of basic slag are unfortunately 
less than in previous years.

Seed Wheat 


Considerable stocks of imported seed wheat 
of winter varieties have arrived, and the 
position, so far as winter wheat is con- 
cerned, is satisfactory. It is entirely other- 
wise in. regard to spring varieties. A limited 
quantity — Fp ‘te held by dealers, 
and .a limited quantity of imported Red 
Marvel will also be forthcoming. 

Generally speaking, however, we anticipate 
a very great shortage of spring wheat. On 
no account, therefore, should growers post- 
pone sowing their wheat crop, in the hope of 
obtaining. supplies of spring: wheat later in 
the season. Rather, they should avail of 
every possible opportunity to sow winter 
wheat between now and the end of February, 
— 9 the Southern counties up to early 
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Oat de were also notified in October 
last of the danger of depending on imported 
seed, and we believe that, notwithstanding 
unfayourable harvest weather, most farmers 
have on hands supplies of seed oats of fair 
uality. Owing to shortage of feeding stuffs 
the consumption of home-grown oats has 
n on a larger scale than usual, and 
supplies will, naturally, become scarcer 
as the. season advances. There is, 
therefore, the greatest possible danger 
that farmers who hope to procure imported 
seed, and who take no steps to look for their 
requirements from other sources, may, when 
the sowing season arrives, ‘be unable to pro- 
cure. seed, 

There is not likely to be a shortage of 
home-grown seed if timely steps are taken 
by -growers. The fact that the sample may 
not be attractive * does not neces - 
sarily mean that it will not produce a satis- 
factory crop. . 


Seed ‘Barley

tions that barley should be grown on a 
wider scale for feeding a a and particu- 
larly for pig feeding.

A Valuable Feeding Stuff 


Farmers, and particularly the smaller 
farmers, cannot. continue production if they 
epend on increasingly expensive purchased 
feeding stuffs. The growing of potatoes on 
a larger scale and the production of heavier 
crops offers one of the best solutions. 
Potatoes and separated milk, with an ad- 
mixture of such meals as may be available, 
constitute an excellent ration for fattening 
igs. They may be used largely for the 
feeding of poultry; in fact, potatoes may 
enter largely into the diet of every animal 
on the farm. 

y can, moreover, be used in this: 
country from the middle of August to the 
middle of March, and, in fact, up to the 
middle of April, with attention to storage— 
in other words, for. almost nine months of 
each year. By the adoption of special 
methods of conservation, they may be made 
available throughout the whole year; but I 
do not propose to discuss these methods now. 


Field Beans 


A crop for which our soil and climate are 
admirably suited is the field bean. It was 
at one time grown extensively throughout the 
country, but at present its cultivation on a 
commercial scale is con almost entirely 
to County Donegal. 

Even there the area does not exceed 300 
acres, whereas in the middle of last century 
50,000 acres of beans were grown in the 
portion of the count corresponding to Eire. 
For some years the Department's officers 
have had demonstration plots throughout the 
country, icularly in the congested dis- 
tricts, with beans procured in onegal, and 
yields aa-high as 32 cwt. of beans per statute 
acre were obtained in these relatively poor 
areas, while the average yield was about 26 
ewt. Few farmers realise that they can 
readily grow the equivalent of lá tons of 
linseed cake on their own land. What a: 
splendid combination crushed oats, potatoes 
and bean meal would be for feeding most 
farm animals. ‘ 

The Department publish a leaflet which 
gives detailed instructions on the growing of 
beans. Get a copy, and if you can still get 
seed either from Donegal or elsewhere give 
beans a trial. 


Ensilage Making 


There is still another crop which should be 
of particular interest to those present, but 
particularly to dairy farmers—namely, grass 
for ensilage making. Very properly, the pro- 
duction of such a crop could not be accepted 
towards compliance with the compulsory til- 
lage regulations, Its advantages on the 
larger farms in these dairying districts have 
been stre again again, but the 
making of ensilage has unfortunately not ex- 
tended. Indeed, many of the demonstration 
silos subsidised by Committees of Agriculture 
throughout the country are not being used 
for the — for which they were erected. 

It is, however, gratifying to know that the 
owners of some of these silos—many of them 
the most progressive farmers in.the country— 
have made ensilage regularly each year since 
— were erected, and with excellent 
results. ' 


Methods of Manufacture 


There is a difference of opinion in regard 
to the methods of making ensilage. and each 
of three methods—namely, (a) ensiling grass 
without treatment, (b) treating it with 
molasses, and (e) treating it with mineral 
acids—has its advocates. 

The Department's policy in regard to en- 
silage is quite clear. Grass ensilage has 
heen made at each of the Department's farms 
for several ** by each of the above 
methods, ‘and the agricultural instructors 
have been advised to encourage by every 
possible means the extension of ensilage- 
making. We believe that it would be of the 
greatest possible benefit to farmers, particu- 
larly in the dairying districts of Cork, Tip- 
Limerick. A good pit of ensilage 
such farm would, in fact, be a 
veritable God-send. The Department do not 
agree, however, that it is impossible to make 
ensilage except by the ‘addition of 
mineral acids, and this opinion is upheld by 
many farmers, .

human use, and it is necessary to keep this

In many ways we are now having to re- 

vert to the farming practices of a previous 
eneration, to the days when roots were a 
ar more important crop than some now con- 
sider them. In the old days large quantities 
of roots and straw, with a aa amount of 
oil cake, were sufficient to enable cattle to 
fatten slowly and cows to milk tolerably well. 
There seems little doubt that dairy stock 
fed on these lines lived longer, and repro- 
duced with greater regularity, than they do 
now. If the winter cows in milk lost some 


condition, they recovered quickly when the 
spring grass came. 


Keeping the Balance 

n the coming year we shall be producing 
a much larger quantity of straw, and on 
many farms it will be utilised for feeding. 
A diet consisting largely of straw — 
the corrective of a large root supply, and, if 
the present head of live stock is to be maiu- 
tained, increased cereal acreages, especially 
on stock farms, must be balanced by an in- 
creased acreage of root crops, such as mangels

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USE OF MOLE DRAINERS 


ITH a view to growing substantial 
W crops this year at the Cork Centre 
Park, adjacent to their factory on 
the Marina Estate, Messrs. Henry Ford and 
Son, Ltd., are at present engaged in drainage 
operations. About thirty-six acres of land 
are available for tillage, but before the 
sowing can be commenced all the land has to 
be drained. For this purpose a Fordson 
tractor has been operating a mole drainer for 
some time past, and there is already a very 
big improvement in the land, which was 
hitherto like a marsh in wet weather. 
The work of the mole drainer is most in- 
teresting. The tractor first lays out a length 
of cable and then anchors itself firmly to the

the mole plough is drawn over the land, the 
drain being created below the surface of the FUNERALS 
land.

Reclaiming Marshland . 


From the moles thus created, water can be 
seen flowing into the little stream which sepa- 
rates the land from the road, and, if this were 
not, enough evidence, there is the difference 
between the drained and undrained land to be 
noted. With such an implement as this, it is 
easy to foresee the reclamation oí land which 
is now considered almost hopeless íor the cu!- 
tivation of crops due to the waterlogging 
upon its surface. With the necessity of home 
tillage become more evident, the utility of 
this implement is vastly increased, and in 
the near future its use may well be wide- 
spread throughout the country. 

As soon as the drainage is complete, it is 
expected to plough about thirty acres of the 
land, and then commence sowing suitable 
crops, sibly wheat or oats. Some years 
ago quite a good crop of wheat was grown 
in the Centre Park, but with the improved 
draining the crop should be even better, and 
it is interesting to note that this time the 
farming is to be done on a much more exten- 
sive scale.

Dublin's Airport 


I observe with interest that the Aer 
Lingus planes are now taking off from 
Collinstown, and that the airport build- 
ings are expected to be ready within the 
next few months. 

Collinstown will be an ideal airport for 
Dublin, and it often has surprised me 
that its virtues took so long to be 
recognised.

The reply of Pope Pius XII. to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Christmas peace message 
is 2 the Apostolic delegate 
at the White House this evening. 

President Roosevelt’s message to the 
Pope was sent through Archbishop 
Cicognani, Apostolic delegate in New 
York, on December 23 on the occasion of 
the President’s appointment of Mr. Myron 
C. Taylor as his personal representative at 
the Vatican. In it he compared the 
travail to-day with the conflicts of -the 
dark ages. and added: 

In their hearts men decline to accept 
for long the law of destruction forced 
upon them by the wielders of brute force.

He pointed 
out that the one great obstacle to their 
desire that India should reach this goal 
has been the failure of the Indian political 
parties themselves to reach agreement, 
and he appealed to their leaders to help 
to remove this obstacle by approaching 
the problems before them in a spirit of 
compromise. He added that the claims 
of the minorities must be given full con- 
sideration, and that the British Govern- 
ment were determined that justice should 
be done. 
It is not stretching the Viceroy’s words 
too far to infer that they give an accurate 
picture of the British attitude towards 
most of the constitutional claims put for- 
ward by Nationalist India. By that 
showing. the Government reaffirm that 
Dominion status is the goal of British 
policy in India. They desire its attain- 
ment as soon as possible, and they call 
upon the Indian Parties’ Congress 
majority and Moslem and other minorities 
to collaborate in order to make communal 
eement, which is one manifest condi- 
tion of Dominion status, a fact, instead of 
an aspiration. So far this inference 
sm to be justified. But it must be 
ed that the British Government 
cannot be expected to gccede to the 
Congress view that they should have no 
hand whatever in the framing of the final 
Constitution of India, but that this should 
be left wholly to an Indian constituent 
Assembly. 
That notion has certainly been 
prevalent in Congress circles, and it may 
still be widely held. But it is open to 
obvious criticism, even from the practical 
2 of view. Sir Maurice Gwyer, the 
ederal Chief Justice, pointed out the 
other day in an address to the University 
of Benares that the history of con- 
stituent assemblies in Europe did not en- 
courage the opinion that a Parliament or 
any assembly of the kind was fitted to 
frame a Constitution. In his opinion, that 
task was always better entrusted—as it 
had always, in fact, been entrusted by 
the British Dominions—to a body of 
practical administrators, who would sub- 
mit a scheme calculated to enlist the 
largest possible measure of popular 
support to an assembly for acceptance or 
rejection.

A GROWER’S VIEWS 


The stperiority of Irish apples over any 
that can be imported is demonstrated 
strikingly lay at the Permanent 
Exhibition ustries, 3 St. Stephen 
Green, Dublin, organised by Mr. R. Segrave 
Daly, Gowran, Co. Kilkenny, The fruit is 
attractively packed and graded, and innumer- 
able enquiries were made yesterday by large 
numbers of people who saw the display. 
Speaking to an /rish Times reporter, Mr. 
Daly, who is an extensive grower, said that 
it had been proved over many years of experi- 
ment and experience that the soil of Eire 
is admirably suited to the cultivation of 
hardy fruit. The farmers believed that a 
proper Marketing orgänisktion should have 
preceded the protection given by the Govern- 
ment, and for. this, reason many had not 
increased to any extent their acrédge. under 
fruit. They would do so immediately such 
marketing facilities became available. 

At present, — Daly pointed out, each 
rower is expected to be producer, grader, 
packer broker, Pholeshler, retailer: She at 
he end commercial traveller. In any 
efficiently organised industry the work of the 
rower was finishéd with the production of 
ruit. Without organised marketing no 
rower was aware of the quantity likely to 
e put on the market at any particular time 
with the result that alternative gluts and 
scarcity would continue to keep the market 
unstable and unsatisfactory for the grower. 

2 fruit-growing country in the world, 
trom the Oregon app 8 to the orange- 
growers in Spain and Palestine, had the neces- 
sary facilities for the proper handling of the 
fruit, whereas the Irish grower was in the 
wildern e was willing to do his part 
provided he could see any prospect of a fair 
return for his labour. e would, therefore, 
welcome the establishment of an efficient 
marketing organisation. He had no doubt 
that many of them would be prepared to 
take a share in such organisation. . 

Mr, Daly said that if the orchard was 
properly looked after the grower always would 
et a return in fruit. In fact, the only 
ifficulty was that of marketing.

A dispute has arisen between the Master 
Butchers’ Association of Northern Ireland 
and the Northern Government in regard to 
the meat rationing scheme, and, in conse- 
quence, there may be a shortage of meat 
for the public during the week-end, according 
to members of the Master Butchers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

In a statement issued to-night, the Ministry 
states :—‘‘ One of the principal criticisms of 
the scheme made by the retail butchers was 
that there was no assurance that butchers 
would receive the type and quality of meat 
to which they were accustomed, and, with 
a view to overcoming that criticism as far 
as possible, it was, and continues to be, the 
wish of the Ministry that the retail butchers 
themselves should undertake the task of 
allocating beef and mutton from the 
slaughter-houses to their members. For this 
reason, the suggestion was made that an 
association on the lines of the Wholesale 
Meat Supply Association functioning in 
Great Britain should be formed as one of the 
methods. of accomplishing this object. In 
view of the fact that members of the asso- 
ciation in Northern Ireland would have 
been engaged in the retail trade. the Ministry 
of Food has found it impossible to allow 
the proposed association the wholesale margin 
on meat, as their members would thus have 
been drawing both the retail margin allowed 
in the scheme and the wholesale margin as 
well. This wholesale margin in Great Pritain 
can only be drawn by wholesale meat sales- 
men, and not by retailers. It is understood 
that the Master Butchers’ Association do not 
see their way at present to set up, as in 
Great Britain, a retailers’ buving committee, 
which, on & voluntary basis, would undertake 
the function of allocating the meat from the 
slaughter-houses to the retail shops. In these 
cixcumstances it will be necessary for the 
Ministry to undertake, for the present, the 
allocation of meat to butchers at the abattoir. 
The Ministry has always been anxious that 
the allocation of meat should be undertaken 
by the master butchers themselves, and at 
any time that the master hutchers are pre- 
pared to undertake this allocation. of meat 
the Ministry will be glad to devolve this 
function.”’
